Does your area contain any native plants? 


o Yes(10 points) o No(O points) 
(Native plants are plants that typically grow in an area naturally. They need less water and less care) 


When you use chemicals, how carefully do you follow the label’s directions? 


o Very Carefully(10 points) o Use more chemical if it’s a big problem(O points) 


(When people uses a chemical contrary to what the label recommends, it could be dangerous and pollute the environment.) 
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
